One of my patients, a worshiper 
of Lady Nicotine, said to me by 
way of apology when I found him 
smoking. “Doctor, I,am a. vege- 
tarian. I am from North Carolina | 
where we grow all kinds of vege- 
tables. We grow spinach, cabbage, 
lettuce, and also this vegetable in 
my hand, so you see I use them 
all.” 

I said, “Since you are a vege- 
tarian, I will tell you what to do: 
smoke the spinach and eat the to- 
bacco.” He knew what the result 
would have been. He continued to 
smoke, and. one year later he 
dropped on the street from heart 
failure. 

Everybody knows that tobacco 
is a poison. How poisonous it is, 
is not generally kfiown. It requires 
one half to two grains of strych- 
nine, better known as “rat poison,” 
to kill an adult human being. It 
takes more than that amount of 
morphine. But one fifteenth of a 
grain of nicotine has been known 
to kill an adult, and one seventh 
of a grain is always fatal. 


Nicotine, however, is not the only 
poison contained in tobacco smoke. 
Carbon monoxide is always pres- 
ent. When carbon monoxide is in- 
haled, it enters into a chemical, or 
fixed, combination with the hemo- 
globin of the red blood cells, which 
oxygen to the various 
glands and tissues of the body, 
thus interfering with normal oxi- 
dation. Tissue degeneracy is the 
sure result. Carbon monoxide also

impaj“s the central nervous sys- 
tem. The brain is first affected and 
then the spinal cord. 

That these poisons injure the 
brain of the youthful smoker has 
been recognized by all unbiased 


‘educators of the past. Dr. David 


Starr Jordon, President of Stan- 
ford University, gave it as his 
opinion that “the boy who begins 
smoking before his fifteenth year 
never enters the life of the world.” 

Nicotine is fatal to athletics. Ty 
Cobb, recognized as one of the 
greatest baseballists in his day, 
said, ‘‘No boy who hopes to be suc- 
cessful in any line, can afford to 
contract a habit that is so detri- 
mental to his physical and moral 
development.” 

Connie Mack also affirmed: “it 
is my candid opinion, and I have 
watched it very closely the last 
twelve years or more, that boys 
at the age of ten to fifteen who 
have continued smoking cigarettes 
do not as a rule amount to any- 
thing. They are unfitted in every 
way for any kind of work where 
brains are needed.” 

The cigarette, it is recognized by 
the judges of all juvenile courts, is 
a source of crime. Judge Crane, 
former judge of New York City 
Juvenile Court, said, ‘Cigarettes 
are ruining our children, endan- 
gering their lives, dwarfing their 
intellects and making criminals 
fast. The boys who use them seem 
to lose all sense of right, decency, 
and righteousness,” 

Hon. George Torrence, former 
superintendent of the Illinois State 
Reformatory, said, “I am sure 
cigarettes are destroying and mak- 
ing criminals of more boys than 
liquor. Manliness and good conduct 
can be aroused and stimulated in 
most boys, no matter what the of- 
fense of which they have been 
guilty, if only they are not cigar- 
ette fiends. We have found that 
when a boy is guilty of a grievous 
offense he is generally a user of 
cigarettes.” 

At a clinic conducted at Harper’s 
Hospital, Detroit, a bey thirteen 
years of age applied. He was 
stunted physically and mentally as 
many of these boys are. One of 
the nurses who assisted me asked 
him, “How long have you smoked 
cigarettes ?”’ 

He replied, 
years old.” 

She asked, “Who taught you to 
smoke ?”’ 

He replied, “My brother.” 

With considerable emphasis she 
replied, “Your brother ought to be 
in jail.” 

The boy said, “He is.” 

All cigarette-smoking boys do 
not end up in jail, but it is a fact 
worth noting that practically all 
the boys who end up in jail are 
cigarette smokers. 

I said to a Chicago detective 
during the time when the city was 
being terrorized by youthful auto- 
mobile bandits, ‘“Haven’t you found 
that in nearly every case these 
young criminals are cigarette 
fiends ?” 

He replied, ‘In every case.”’ 

Cigarette smoking develops an 
actual derangement of the brain 
cells of youthful smokers. It makes 
of them irresponsible beings, with 
no sense of the seriousness of the 
offense they may commit. 


. The cigarette leads to drink. The 
cigarette and alcohol are twin sis- 
ters. They are Siamese twins. 
| They are inseparably connected. 
The worst and most hopeless. alco- 
holics with whom I have ever had 
to deal in the past have been ex- 
cessive smokers. If they refused to 
give up smoking while under treat- 
ment, invariably later re-

Why do boys smoke? Boys 
smoke because men smoke, and the 
more respected the position occu- 
pied, the greater is a man’s in- 
fluence for good or evil. For this 
reason Bishop Charles B. Galloway, 
when entering the ministry, said, 
“When I felt it my duty to enter 
the ministry, I felt it my duty to 
give up the use of tobacco.” Every 
educator should feel this his duty 
before he attempts to teach. 

A prominent Chicago pastor 
came to me some years ago and 
said, “Doctor, I must give up 
smoking for. the sake of my in- 
fluence upon the boys attending 
the high school near my church. 
When.the fathers urge them not to 
smoke, they are met with the re- 
tort, .‘But, Dad, the pastor 
smokes.’”” He did the only con- 
sistent thing to do as pastor. Pas- 
tors are paid to be good. and to 
set the right example before the 
youth.

Bible Baptism

Bible Baptism is essential to those 
things for which it was given, for 
Christ does not give commands 
foolishly. We are saved by Christ’s 
work for us, and we are baptized 
not in order that we may be saved, 
but because we have already been 
saved. Bible baptism sets forth in 
picture, truths for which our faith 
stands, and to fail of this baptism 
is to fail to set forth these truths, 
is to’ fail of the blessings prom- 
ised, is to fail of the duties’ en- 
joined, and is to. fail of the priv- 
ileges accorded. 

This tract does not discuss the 
fact that scholars and commen- 
tators of all denominations trans- 
late the meaning of the Greek 
word used for baptism (baptizo) 
“to dip, to immerse, to submerge’”’; 
nor the fact that though the word 
for sprinkle (rantizo), the word 
for pour (ekkeo), and the word for 
wash (louo) occur many times in 
the New Testament, still in not a 
single case is either one of these 
words ever used when baptism is 
referred to; nor the fact that all 
denominations: accept immersion. 
Now a bank note accepted by ev- 
erybody and which nobody ques- 
tions is certainly to be taken 
rather than one which is much 
doubted by many and which a 
great many people would not have 
under any circumstances. 

The purpose of this tract is to 
give God’s Word on baptism and 
to insist that Jesus says: “Ye are 
my friends, if ye do whatsoever 
I command you” (John 1:14), and 
“if ye love me, keep my command- 
ments” (John 14:15). 


1. WHO DOES THE BIBLE 
SAY MAY BE BAPTIZED? The 
answer is plain. Only those who 


have repented and believed have 
any right to ask for baptism. “But 
when they believed .. . they were 
baptized” (Acts 8:12). “Repent, 
and be baptized” (Acts 2:38). 
“Then they that gladly received his 
word were baptized’”’ (Acts 2:41). 
“And they said; Believe on the 
Lord Jesus ... and was baptized”’ 
(Acts 16:31-33). ‘And Crispus 
. believed on the Lord with all 
his house; and many of the Co- 
rinthians hearing believed, and 
were baptized” (Acts 18:8). “He 
that believeth and is baptized shall 
be saved” (Mark 16:16). “Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptizing them’’ (Matt. 28:19). 


2. WHY SHOULD THOSE WHO 
HAVE BELIEVED BE BAP- 
TIZED? Never in order to be 
saved, but because they have. al- 
ready been saved. A little sick 
child, wishing baptism, _ said, 
“Mother, I hope I won’t die to- 
night.” “Why?” “Because I 
haven’t been baptized.” “Do you 
think baptism will save you?” 
asked the mother. “No,” said the 
child, “I am already saved, for I 
am trusting in Jesus, but I 
wouldn't like to go to heaven with- 
out doing what the Lord told: me 
to do.” Why then be baptized ? 

(1) It is commanded. ‘And he 
commanded them to be baptized” 
(Acts 10:48). “Go ye therefore, 
and teach all nations, baptizing 
them” (Matt. 28:19). 

(2) It is important. “And it 
came to pass in those days, that 
Jesus came from Nazareth of Gali- 
lee, and was baptized of John in 
Jordan” (Mark 1:9). 

(3) It is becoming. “And Jesus 
answering said unto him, Suffer it 
to be so now: for thus it becom- 
eth us to fulfill all righteousness” 
(Matt. 3:15). 

(4) It is sacred, being done in

Six Happy Days of 
Blessing at Ames, lowa 


day night, December 22, the 
edit r closed six happy days with 
the Campus Baptist Church at 
Ames, Iowa. After the service, 
with Pastor Robert Arthur and 
Mrs. Arthur, we drove to Wheaton, 
Illinois. The 325 miles or so took 
most of the night, from 10:30 p.m. 
to 6:00 a.m. Monday morning. For 
perhaps a hundred miles the roads 
were as slippery as ice could make 
them. After a few-hours rest the 
Arthurs caught a train for Indiana 
and the Rice family loaded in the 
ear for Texas. 


The little Campus Baptist

Several happy incidents stand 
out in the memory of those sf 
days. In only two services did I 
speak primarily to unsaved people, 
and yet, God graciously gave us 
souls as well as blessing the hearts 
of many Christians. 

One night I preached. on “Ye 
have not- because ye ask not” (Jas. 
4:2). I insisted and proved with 
many Scriptures that God wants 
his people to ask, to ask for ev- 
erything they need, to ask for ev- 
erything they want, to ask for hig 
things, to ask for definite things 
and the only answer to prayer s 
getting things from God. In. clos- 
ing, I said that any sinner who 
asks God for forgiveness. could get 
it. I showed that asking for sal- 
vation was an »evidence of faith, 


was in fact the working of faith. 
I quoted Romans 10:13, ‘‘For who- 
soever shall call upon the name of 
the Lord shall be saved.” I gave 
the example of the publican in the 
temple who prayed, “God be merci- 
ful to me a sinner’ (Luke 18:13)" 
and went down to his house justi- 
fied. I gave the example of the dy- 
ing thief who prayed, “Lord, re- 
member me when thou comest in- 
to thy kingdom” (Luke 23:42). 


And then I asked all who would 
ask God for forgiveness, and take 
the offered salvation, trusting 
Christ as Saviour, to come to take 
my hand publicly as we stood. We 
sang softly. Not a Christian spoke 
to a friend.

to a young mother on my right 
‘ who had not held her hand as a 
Christian, and said very simply, 
‘“‘Won’t you come?” She looked at 
her little boy, hesitated only a mo- 
ment, and then came.

I asked the pastor’s wife to 
show her John 5:24 that she 
might put her faith upon the ex- 
plicit promise, that she had ever- 
lasting life when she had trusted 
Christ.

Why Was the Holy Spirit Sometimes 
Given By the Laying on of Hands? 


form of laying’-on of hands be em- 
ployed ?” 
Answer: Certainly the laying on 
of hands is not necessary for a 
Christian to be filled with the Holy 
Spirit. It was certainly not com- 
manded in the Bible. Not a verse 
of Scripture stipulates that people 
can be filled with the H Spirit 
only by the laying on ds. 
Second, there are a nunt 
ceptions. At Pentecos 120 
(not alone the apostles) filled 
with the Holy Spirit without (as 
far as we know) the laying on of 
hands. The same blessing was re- 
peated in Acts 4:31, to the same 
Christians and other new converts, 
the whole company of the believ- 
ers, without (as far as is statet@) 
any laying on of hands. And in 
this number, no doubt, were many 
who had not been filled with the 
Holy Spirit at Pentecost, since 
many.-shad been saved and joined 
to the believers since Pentecost. 
Then, as you suggest, Cornelius 
and his household did not have 
hands laid on them when they were 
filled with the Holy Spirit, or bap- 
tized with the Holy Spirit, as ex- 
ressed in. Acts 10. Besides these, 
John the Baptist, Zacharias, Eliza- 
(Luke 1:15, 41, 67), Jesus 
(Luke 3:22), Bezaleel (Exodus 35: 
31), and many others. were filled 
with the Holy Spirit, in all ages, 
or dispensations, without .the lay- 
ing on of hands. ; 


Note particularly that in Luke 
11:13, and in Acts 5:32, we are 
told that the Holy Spirit is giv- 
en to those that ask the Father 
and those that obey Him, but nev- 
er to those on whom someone lays 
their hands. 


However, in any matter involv- 
ing prayer, the help of other sin- 
cere and Spirit filled Christians 
who agree with one in prayer, is 
very valuable. Since the Holy 
Spirit of God literally fills the hu- 
man body, in some cases, the Holy 
Spirit can use the hands, the voice, 
and even the face of a Christian 
to reach others. We are told in 
Acts 5:15 that the shadow of 
Peter passing by was used of God 
to heal certain people. God even 
used the bones of the prophet 
Elisha to raise a man from the 
dead (II Kings 13:20, 21). The 
face of Stephen was like the face 
of an angel, literally shining, his 
dying witness to Saul of Tarsus 
and others. So it is to be expected 
that God would use the laying on 
of hands of Spirit-filled people for 
many purposes. Priests laid their 
hands on the head of a bullock of- 
fered for sacrifice (Lev. 4:4, 15). 
People laid their hands on others 
when they accused them of certain 
sins and witnessed against them 
and started to stone them (Lev. 
24:14). Moses laid his hands up- 
on Joshua to anoint him to follow 
him (Num. 27:18-23). Jesus healed 


ex- 


many people by laying His hands 
on them (Mark 6:5; Luke 4:40; 


| Luke 13:18). Other Christians who 


have faith enough for that, are 
promised that they may lay hands 
on the sick and they shall recover 
(Mark 16:18). The apostles laid 
their hands on the deacons to set 
them apart to their task, though 
they were already Spirit filled men 
(Acts 6:6). Other Christian lead- 
ers laid their hands on Paul and 
Barnabas to set them apart for 
their missionary journey (Acts 13: 
3), though both had been filled 
with the Holy Spirit certainly be- 


Barnabas as recorded in Acts 11: 
24. Paul laid his hands on some 
and healed them (Acts 28:8). It 
is a custom coming down from Bi- 
ble times for elders, or preachers, 
to lay their hands upon a young 
preacher, to set him apart to the 
gospel work, particularly to some 
special office as a bishop or pas- 
tor, or the work of a deacon. When 
Timothy was so ordained with the 
laying on of hands, he got a spe- 
cial gift and was later command- 
ed, “Neglect not the gift that is 
in thee, which was given thee by 
prophecy, with the laying on of 
the hands of the presbytery” (I 
Tim, 4:14). Paul left particularly 
the instruction to “lay hands sud- 
denly on no man” (I Tim. 5:22), 
that is, to set them apart for spe- 
cial work. 

It is proper that a man should 
have hands laid on him to set him 
apart for a special work; and or- 
dination is Scriptural, but it ought 


not to be a mere form. It ought

fore this: Paul in Acts 9:17, and

to involve a real season of prayer 
together that God would anoint and 
prepare the one who is thus set 
apart for the Lord’s work, And the 
man on whom hands are laid ought 
to receive special gifts from God 
at an ordination. 

Please do not lay stress on what 
you call the “initial experience” of 
being filled with the Holy Spirit. 
The Bible does not say that there 
is any special difference between 
the first experience and later ex- 
periences in being filled with the 
Holy Spirit for service. 


This stress upon the “initial ex- 
perience’ comes from Pentecostal 
people and others who claim that 
the “initial experience’ must al- 
ways have speaking in tongues as 
the evidence. Not a word of Scrip- 
ture indicates anything of the 
kind. Compare Acts 2:4 and Acts 
4:31, when the apostles and many 
early church Christians were filled 
with the Holy Spirit once, and then 
again, with similar results at both 
times; that is, they had new pow- 
er and boldness to preach the Word 
of God and win souls. But in“the 
second case, it evidently involved 
a larger group; and doubtless some 
had not been filled with the Holy 
Spirit before. God makes no dif- 
ference in the “initial experience” 
as far as the Bible tells us. There 
may be some definite crisis, some 
difference in manifestation, though 
the Scripture does not. require it. 
But remember that the filling of 
the Holy Spirit is simply a re- 
coming of the power of the Holy 
Spirit upon one that he may be a 
witness for God in soul winning. . 
‘That:is exactly what Acts 1:8 says, 
“But ye shall receive pOwer, aftér 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you:.and ye shall be witnesses un- 
to me both in Jerusalem, and in 
all Judaea, and in Samaria, and 
unto the uttermost part of the 
earth.” 
It seems to me that God took 
special care to teach people to re- 
spect the authority of the apos- 
tles, until the Bible should be writ- 
ten. So in Samaria Philip, who 
was filled with the Holy Spirit, yet 
did not lay his hands upon the new 
converts, and for some reason 
they were not filled with the Holy 
Spirit until James and John came 
down from Jerusalem. Then in an- 
swer to their prayer (joined, I sup- 
pose, to the prayers of other peo- 
ple) they laid their hands upon the 
new converts, and they received 
the Holy Spirit. 
In other cases in the Bible it 
seems clear that the laying on of 
hands involved some divine au- 
thority and blessing, by those spe- 
cially sent or authorized. How- 
ever, it is certainly not true that 
the power of the Holy Spirit de- 
pends upon the favor of any man. 
God may see fit to use the prayers, 
and the teachings, and even the 
touch of other Christians to fill one 
with the Holy Spirit, or to heal 
one of sickness; but God does not 
always do so, and certainly He 
makes no rule requiring that.

5. WHEN IS BAPTISM TRUE 
TO. £FS BIBLE SYMBOLISM? 


Should we take milk instead. of 
wine we would lose the symbolism 
of the.Supper, and should we sub- 
stitute for baptism something else 
we would fail of the truths which’ 
this beautiful and solemn symbol 
sets forth.

That 
is not Bible baptism which fails to 
set forth this symbol of cleansing 
from sin.

not smoke. They should be the 
conservers of the health of the peo- 
ple. By their habits they should be 
able to say, “As you see me do, so 
do you.” A Detroit doctor said to 
me, “If I had a boy, I would not 
smoke.” 

I said to him, “My dear friend, 
you forget that other men have 
boys.” 

That very morning, after my ad- 
dress to a body of high school stu- 
dents, some of the boys came for- 
ward and said, “Doctor, what you 
said appeals to us. But why do 
doctors smoke ?”’ 

I had to acknowledge that doc- 
tors find it just as difficult to break 
the habit when once formed as do/ 
lawyers. Strange, is it not? There 
are more drug addicts among doc- 
tors than among men in any other 
profession, in spite of the fact 
that they know the harm resulting 
from it. They possess no more 
power to break away from mor- 
phine or cigarettes than do others. 
I heard an influential resident of 
Georgia,who was himself a user of 
tobacco, say, “I advised both of 
my boys not to use tobacco. One 
of them followed my. precept, the 
other my example. The former is

This is one of 
the most evil influences in Ameri- 
can life today. The habit harms a 
woman more than it does a man.” 
It will be observed that the girl 
who began to smoke at fifteen is, 
by the time she reaches the age 
of thirty, inclined to be coarse and 
mannish, having sacrificed her 
womanly modesty and graces on 
the altar of the goddess Nicotine. 

It is with the hope that a knowl- 
edge of some of the facts here 
presented may save some of our 
boys and girls from being misled 
by the mischievous misrepresenta- 
tions heard over the radio and seen 
in the daily papers, traceable to 
tobacco concerns whose god is the 


a cigarette in the mouth of every 
boy and girl in our land, that I am 
presenting these facts. | 
Cigarette addiction is a drug ad- 
diction just as certainly as is mor- 
phine addiction. The one binds its 
slave almost as securely, and is al- 
most as difficult to give up as the 
other. These facts are well known 
to medical men. Cigarette addicts 
who have attempted to free them- 
selves from this “‘little white slav- 
er’ know this to be true. 

Should drug firms be permitted 
to advertise «morphine in Ameri- 
ca, as tobacco concerns have been 
permitted to advertise cigarettes it 
would meet with a general protest, 
and rightly so; for it would not be 
long’ before morphine addiction 
would be as prevalent in America 
as it became in China, and the 
same drastic measures would have 
to be employed to combat it. 

In conclusion let me say, I do 
not want to give the impression 
that these cases are hopeless. But 
when a boy becomes a real cigar- 
ette fiend it is seldom that he is 
rescued. Drunkards are known to 
weep and repent, the young cigar- 
ette fiend seldom. I am sorry to 
say it, but in all my experience 
with these boys I have. never 
known one who was a real fiend 
ever to manifest sufficient anxiety 
to get rid of the habit to shed 
tears. In fact youthful cigarette 
fiends have no desire to give up the 
practice. 

Two mothers came to me. They 
were concerned about their boys 
who had formed the cigarette 
habit. Already the boys gave evi- 
dence in their lives of the influ- 
ence of the smoke, but they had 
not yet become hopeless addicts. 
I said to the mothers, “Have your 
boys come to see me.” They came. 
After an earnest talk I made an 
appeal to them and knelt down 
with them in prayer. Each offered 
a broken petition. When we arose, 
I placed their hands together and 
urged them to be a help and sup- 
port one another. Later I was 
walking along a street of another 
city when two young men said to 
me, “How do you do, doctor.” 

I looked at them; then they said, 
“You do not know us, do you? 
Do you remember the two boys 
you prayed with at such a place?” 

I said, “Yes, I remember.’ 
“Well,” said they, “we are the 
young men. We have not smoked 
since and are both attending school 
and fitting ourselves to go to a 
foreign field as missionaries.”’ 

No case should be regarded as 
hopeless. But we ought to put 
forth every effort to prevent boys 
from taking the first step toward 
the use of cigarettes. Educational 
and legislative efforts should go 
hand in hand if we would save our 
boys from becoming victims of this 
habit. Preachers, teachers, and fa- 
thers must, for the sake of the 
boys, stop the use of tobacco. When 
this is done, the cigarette prob- 
‘lem will be solved; for, as before 
stated, boys smoke because men 
smoke; and so long as men smoke, 


spite of educational and legislative 
efforts. We cannot convince the 
boy that what is bad for him is 
good for the preacher, the teacher, 
or for father.
